Necessity for a Free Press' 


There are still a lot of Americans who do 


not understand clearly what a “free press 


means to them. Although explained in news­ 


papers many times, it is worthy of repetition. 


T he impression exists that it is a right given 


the press to say just about anything it «ants 


to That is putting the cart before the horse. 
T i l basic purpose back of this provision in 
th< Constitution is giving the people th# 
right to know. A free press is the very heart 
of individual liberty. 
If there is no freedom for men to convey 
their thoughts, no liberty of any form is se­ 
cure Censorship of the press leaves the med­ 
iums of communication subject to the merev 
of the few who further their own interests in 
a struggle for power. 
The reason that the newspaper fraternity 
is ronstantly on guard against government 
censorship is not a selfish one. Newspaper 
editors know that freedom of the press is an 
essential component of democracy T h e y 
know that control of the prees is die firs* step 
in th# breakdown of popular government As 
long as citizens have the right to know-in- 
formation about their government is doing- 
thev ran be sure that their individual liber­ 
ties are safe. 
The right to criticize government and its 
leaders is often misunderstood to be (he 
prime function of a free press-and the rea­ 
son is so staunchly defended. A much more 
important function is the right to seek out 
and publish the facts about government. Any 


attempt to hide or withhold the facto-except 
information not compatible w ith die national 
interest-is the Brat move toward a govern­ 
ment-controlled press. The right to get the 
facts is far mote important than the right to 
criticize. W ithout the facts, an editor would 
not even have the information on which to 
b a 'f criticism. 
Cuba’s press is controlled complete!y by 
Castro; he took over the newspapers long 
before be moved on Industry. Batista went 
at it a little more cautiously b u t still held 
dght censorship over newspapers. The trend 
toward government-controlled newspapers is 
visible in many Latin American countries 
which are undergoing stepped up govern­ 
mental activity in fields of education, trans­ 
portation, industry, labor, welfare and public 
health. 
Herein Bes tile problem. Aa governmental 
activity reaches more and more into die lives 
of the citizens, increased attention is focused 
on the efficiency of the government officials 
as well as the honesty of the administration. 
Accordingly, t h e more that government 
touches people's Uvea, the more imperative 
it becomes that democratic institutions such 
as freedom of the press, exist and thrive tn 
order that the public is well informed is to 
all the facts. 
It is very important that every American 
understand die real meaning of a free press, 
not only in our own country, bu t to other 
people, throughout the world who are seek­ 
ing individual liberty. 


Water Is Problem Everywhere 


NEW YORK If! — Th# next 
time you go to a spigot for a 
drink of water, or wallow in a 
bath, consider this; Half of tho 
world's three billion inhabitants 
don’t hava enough watar. Soma 
40 million Americans teeter on 
the edge of a serious water short­ 
age. 
Arizona ia siphoning off twica 
as much water from the ground 
as it soaks 
in. 
according to 
water-buff Sen. Bob Kerr of Ok­ 
lahoma. In one section of Arizona 
the water level has dropped 55 
feet in six years. In the Texas 
oil town of Aspermont a barrel 
of sweet — ter hauled from a 
neighboring town sold for more 
than a barrel of oil during a 
recent water shortage. 


WATER HAS SOLD for 50 
cents a gallon in Dallas super­ 
markets. During an arid spell 
ten years ago, the Pacific Gas 
Sc Electric Co. had to deny 
service to air conditioning plants 
using water. Water has been ra­ 
tioned by city ordinance in Ok­ 
lahoma City and many o t h a r 
places in the West, though near­ 
by places we r e literally im­ 
mersed in it Ogden, Utah, under­ 
went water rationing, but Salt 
Laka City, 40 miles away, had 
so much it was able to keep its 
streets spotless with frequent 
flushings. 
The Geological Survey comes 
up with some eyebrow • raising 
statistics; A farm home without 
running water uses an average 
of ten gallons per person daily. 
A home with running water con­ 
sumes 50 gallons a day per per­ 
son. 
The 
average 
American 
blows five gallons of fresh water 
each day washing his hands, 
face, 
brushing his teeth and 
shaving- A tub bath takes 25 gal­ 
lons. A 10-minute shower uses 
50 gallons. Each flush of a toilet 
requires four gallons.

te product a pound of f l o u r , 
from seed to pantry shelf. A 
cow needs 20 gallons of watar 
a day; a chicken needs a pint 
When you touch a switch to light 
a dark room, turn on your TV or 
start the coffee, you’re using 
water. About 100 billion gallons 
of water are used daily to pro­ 
duce electric power in the U.S. 
Eighty billion galiana aro suck­ 
ed into America’s irrigation sys­ 
tem, without which the country 
would now have to import food. 
A one-acre orange grove in a 
sunny California valley needs 
800,000 gallons a day, the oasis­ 
like golf course at Las Vegas’s 
Desert Inn stays green under 
the bombardment of sometimes 
1.500,600 gallons a day. W a s t 
Texas is using 140 times more 
watar daily than the Good Lord 
sees fit to return to it 


A FULL EDITION of a big 
newspaper or national magazine 
might have required, 
at the 
newsprint stage, perhaps 25 mil­ 
lion gallons of water. Nearly 
half the cities of the U.S., faced 
with population risas as the ur­ 
ban shift gains momentum, face 
serious water problems. 
Thirty million Americans now 
liva in what Sen. Kerr calls the 
“Megalopolis” 
t h at 
strstches 
along the Atlantic from Boston 
to Norfolk. By 1960 there will 
be 50,000.000 Americans in that 
sprawling super-city, all presum­ 
ably taking 25-gallon tub baths, 
50-gaIkm showers, and attending 
to other water-using adventures 
in hygiene. A west coast mega­ 
lopolis will reach from San Fran­ 
cisco to Snn Diego. C h i c a g o , 
Milwaukee and South Bend will 
be one.
